The recent turn of ev ents in the far east 
has justified the wisdom of Great Britain's 
nav al policy. 
For many years the people 
and gov ernment of England hav e proceed­ 
ed upon the theory that they must keep 
their nav y equal in power to that of any 
three powers which might combine against 
Great Britain. 
Whenev er the growth of 
other nav ies has threatened to strike down 
this superiority of England to any three 
possible riv als, parliament has v oted large 
sums to the building of new ships. 
It is 
not many years—only three or four—since 
Great Britain’s nav al budget contained an 
appropriation of 
$105 ,000,000 for new 
ships alone. Some of the v essels then pro­ 
v ided tor are now in commission. 
It is due to this policy of nav al construc­ 
tion, to the superiority ol her nav y, that 
England feels 1 lit- confidence and compo­ 
sure which mark her in this eastern crisis. 
She is still supreme upon the seas, and 
for the present at least has little to fear. 
But, as may be seen by close scrutiny of 
the figures which i hav e giv en abov e, Eng­ 
land's riv als are making rapid progress. 
Britain is superior to any one power on 
the sea. but it is ev en no w doubtful if she 
is superior to the three 
mo st formidable 
of her riv als to gether.

As the nation with greatest and 
most w idespread colonial possessions, the 
nation with most extensiv e shipping and 
commercial interests upon the ocean, Brit­ 
ish statesmen ty» v o figured that they must 
retain their supremacy upon the seas or 
go down from the first rank of nations to 
second. 
Once permit their power to l>e 
broken, they hav e calculated, once destroy 
their prestige as mistress of the seas, and 
their v ast empire would fall to pieces. 
But now all the European nations are 
spreading their colonial systems. 
All are 
reaching <mt to the seas and to distant 
lands fo r commerce. 
Thus England is 
giv en a hostage »>1 peace. Ev ery extension 
of Russia s do ma ins o r Germany’s or those 
uf France makes fo r peace between the 
po wers, because no ne can affo rd to risk 
their o wn po ssessio ns in the hazard o f 
war. “ We like to see o ur riv als ex tending 
their territo ry ,” said a British statesma n 
to the writer in Lo ndo n last summer, “ if 
they do n’t go to o ta r.”

The method u sed by the best su g ar 
refineries is su bstantially as follows: 
The raw su g ar is dissolv ed in larg e cis­ 
terns on tho g rou nd floor, enou g h hot 
w ater being added to produ ce a specific 
g rav ity of 1.25. 
The solu tion is then 
draw n throu g h a connecting pipe hav ­ 
ing a coarse w ire strainer into larg e 
pu mps, by which it is [ju mped into the 
hig hest story of the b 
ding , u su ally 
the sev enth or eig hth. 
It there passes 
into v essels heated by steam (toils to a 
temperatu re of abou t 210 F 
Milk of 
lin.j is added to the solu tion in these 
pans for the pu rpose of neu tralizing any 
acid which it may contain 
From these 
pans the liqu id passes down to the nex t 
floor, where It is filtered throu g h a se 
ries of bag s, each made of two thick 
nesses of cloth, an ou ter one of coarse 
and an inner one of fine cotton. 
The 
bag s are inclosed in box es to prev ent 
cooling . 
After leav ing these the siru p 
is ru n throu g h 
filters of boneblaok, 
which absorbs all the coloring matter 
left in it. 
A fter leav ing these it is 
pu mped into v acu u m pans, larg e v essels 
heated by steam and ex hau sted by air- 
pu mps. 
The pressu re being thu s re ­ 
du ced, the liqu id is boiled 
at a lower 
and lower tem peratu re u ntil, at 140 de 
g rees, ev aporation is complete and the 
siru p rapidly cry stallizes into su g ar. 
This is the process by which the best 
white su g ar is made, while jx >orer qu a l­ 
ities are prepared by a method less com ­ 
plete.—St. Lou is Repu blic.

A B O R D E R H E R O I N E .

W e of Custer’s command were swing 
ing around to reopen the overland trail, 
every station of which in western Kan­ 
sas had been captured by the Indians. 
W e had g one into camp one nig ht after 
a continuous ride of nearly 1(H) miles, 
and everybody but the sentinels was 
fast asleep, w hen there came riding in 
from the northwest a girl, 1 is years old, 
named Mary Thompson. 
She was rid­ 
ing tv pony without saddle or bridle, 
and she was hatless and without shoes. 
Most of the men had been aroused, and 
were anxious to hear » her story befon 
she reached the g eneral’s tent. 
Her re 
port was terse and to the point. 
Ten 
m iles to the northwest was a party of 
pioneers— 8 wagons, 
20 men and 4o 
women and children. 
The camp line 
been attacked by Indians an hour be­ 
fore, and the g irl had mounted h< i 
pony, dashed through the lines and gal 
doped in search of aid. 
» She had been 
followed for the first threeorfour miles 
by mounted Indians, but had distanceo 
them. 
Custer interrogated her concerning 
the situation of the camp and 
tin 
strength of the Indians, and, believing 
the 
pioneers could 
hold 
their 
own 
through the nig ht, the men were order­ 
ed back to their blankets. 
It was about 
an 
hour 
before daylig ht 
when 
wt 
moved, the gil l riding at the head o l 
the column w ith the general and two 
or three scouts, and we were within 
half a m ile of the camp when the dark­ 
ness faded away and g ave us a view o’ 
the situation. Then it was a sw ift dash 
at the hostiles, a sharp fight for ten 
minutes, and we had sent the band scur­ 
rying away. 
In and about the wag ons lay six dead 
and four wounded men— ten dead or 
wounded women and children. 
E ven 
horse and m ule was disabled, and hud 
we waited a quarter of an hour lougei 
the Indians would have “ rushed” auo 
carried the camp and wiped out every 
soul. At m idnig ht they had cut off tw< 
of the outer wag ons for a moment aim 
made captive a boy 10 years old— M an 
Thompson’s own brother. 
Her fathei 
and mother were among the dead, hei 
brother carried away by the warriors 
as they fled before us. The soldiers aim 
pioneers crowded about the g irl ami 
g ave her words of sympathy, and for 
a 
few minutes she hid away in one of the 
wag ons 
to be alone with her g rief 
When she reappeared, her tears had van 
ished, and she announced her resolu 
tion to make an effort to recover bei 
captive brother. General Custer advisee 
and argued with her, hut she refused t< 
go back to a point of safety w ith tin 
surviving pioneers.

depend upon herself alone.

son. Her stock of ammunition had been 
redact d to nine cartridges when sit« 
met a scouting party of cavalry and w as 
supplied with 100 rounds and as much 
provisions as she would take. 
She had 
then been dog g ing the Indiana for over 
two months and had donned male at­ 
tire as the handiest to g et about in. 
There were Indians on the trail of the 
scouting party, and an hour after Mary 
had g one her way she found 12 mount- 
td warriors in sig ht behind her 
This 
was at 10 o’clock in the morning uud 
on the open plains. 
She headed for the 
faraway hills to the west, and for the 
first hour permitted the Indians to gain 
on her. 
When they had ec.me within 
half a mile, she set the pace to hold 
them there, and made on« ' of the g reat­ 
est rides recorded under like circum ­ 
stances. Her horse was in prime condi­ 
tion. and the ¡» <ni - w ,v a!-*« at tbnr 
best. 
The Indians knew whom they 
were after and determined to capture 
her alive and unhurt. 
The race and pursuit lasted for 00 
m ihs, every rod of which was covered 
ut a gallop. The g irl was riding straight 
into the enemy's country, and at sun­ 
down she determined to go no farther. 
As she reached tin1 creek flowing around 
the east base of “ Thompson s fort.” 
which is a hill standing by itself, she 
threw herself off her horse and took a 
long drink and then led the animal to 
the crest of the hill. 
Fortunately for 
her there w as a .-ink or basin at the top, 
with many loose rocks lying about, and 
in a short time she had done all that a 
soldier could have accomplished under 
the circumstances. As the Indians came 
up they spread out to encircle the hill. 
They had cun their victim to earth and 
were in no hurry to face her rifle. 
From d .rk to dawn the heroine was 
not disturbed, and she afterward related 
that she slept tairly well. 
She had a 
s« )lrii< r’s canteen full of water, plenty 
if provisions and ammunition and was 
not at all dismayed over the situation. 
When morning came, the Indians de* 
nanded her surrender, g iving her much 
I raise and promising to escort her to 
one of their villag« s unhurt. 
This they 
would likely have done, but she « lid not 
propose to become a captive w hile able 


o g ive a shot from rifle or revolver. 
Two hours wa re consumed by the lndi- 
nis in trying to neg otiate a surrender, 
md then, finding the girl inflexible, 
they made their first attack. At a g iven 
signal tin 12, who were under the com 
maud of a subchief named Little Horse, 
rushed for the crest of the hill. 
They 
gained it, but after a tight of two miu 
utes wen? driven off with the loss of tw<* 
warriors killed and one wounded. This 
last was the chief him self. He was shot 
through tlm cheek and had the tip of 
his tongue curried away, and so badly 
did this interfere with his speech that 
two years later he drowned him self in 
despair. Howell was the g irl intrenched 
on the crest of the hill that it was 
deemed unwise to attack her again, am 
the band sat down to starve her out. 
For three nig hts and two days she held 
tins fort, wounding two other Indians 
and escaping ail their bullets, and then 
the Indians withdrew and left her, and 
she went her way in peace. 
As I saw Mary Thompson when she 
first s< t out on her dangerous mission 
so did 1 si e her when it had been con­ 
cluded. From May until November she 
scouted the plains and dodged among 
the hills alone, in r lift? and liberty in 
peril, almost every hour m the '44. The 
villag e in which her hi'« ther was held 
captive moved many times, but she a l­ 
ways locnttd it « new and watched for 
her opport: nity. 
It 
came one night 
with tin* setting in of winter. 
There 
was a hlizz. nl raging win n she entered 
the villag e, crept from lodge to lodge 
and finally found her brother asleep bo 
tween two boys. 
Mm wok« him up and 
got him out of the lodge without dis­ 
turbing the others, ami once they had 
mounted her horse they sot off in the 
direction of a supply camp U0 m iles dis­ 
tant. 
So severe was the storm, how ev­ 
er, that alter riding ten m iles th« « pair 
made camp in a ravine until the worst 
was over. 
It was MO hours before the 
storm ceased, and 
the 
Indians 
soon 
started out and picked up the trail a l­ 
most as soon as the pair had taken 
camp. 
The snow lay two feet deep <m 
the level, and with the horse carrying 
double th« 
race wouhl soon have been 
run. 
(J aiuptd in a similar ravine, ten 
miles to the west, w* re thr« *« « compu 
nice of the » Seventh cavalry, and w< 
had just hr« k* n camp and got into tin 
saddh when Mary Thompson, with h< 
brother on the saddh* behind her, earn« 
riiling down upon u--, with the yelling 
Inmans only half a milt away.
